The station setup plans are to 
use the YAESU FT-420D trans- 
ceiver and SAMLEX SEC-1235 
30 amp switching power supply 
recently donated to the club by 
Paul Scallan Sr, KSVSH. We plan 
to have our antenna trailer with crank-up tower and Force 12 Yagi @ 30 
feet. A possibility of a second station may be set up so we can work more 
than two bands at the same time. Plans are to operate on 20 meters around 
14.245 MHz and 40 meters around 7.245 MHz plus/minus QRM. A nice 
certificate (shown above) on photo paper will be available to those sending 
a large SASE plus one dollar. The LCVC will supply commercial power 
and we will be set up on the porch of the center.

12 slices Bread, crusts trimmed 
3/4 Ib Cheddar cheese, sliced 
10 oz pkg Frozen broccoli, prepared 
2 cups Cooked ham, cubed 

2 tbsp Dried, minced onion 


6 Eggs, beaten 
3 1/2 cups Milk 
1/2 tsp Salt 
1/4 tsp Dry Mustard 
1/2 cup Shredded cheddar 
cheese 


Cut out desired shapes from center of each bread slice using cookie cut- 
ters; place shapes to the sides and remains into a greased 13” x 9” baking 
pan. Layer cheddar cheese slices over bread pieces; spread broccoli and 
ham over cheese slices. Sprinkle with onion; arrange bread cut outs on top. 
Blend eggs, milk, salt and mustard together; | 
pour over top. 

Cover and refrigerate overnight; bake at 
325 degrees until set, about 55 minutes. 
Sprinkle with shredded cheese for last 5 min- § 
utes of baking; let stand 10 minutes before J 
serving. |
